_ HOARDING ON THE HOME FRONT 


Rumblings from the Korean front have started a wave of 
hoarding on the home front. 


| Some of the more selfish, remembering the shortages and 
| rationing of past war days, are already making their “*scare buy- 
| ing” felt in food and retail stores. 


President Truman in his message to the nation last week 
found it necessary to spike this dangerous practice. He branded 
the hoarding of food as ‘‘foolish’’ and the run on sugar as “‘ri- 
diculous.” ‘‘We have more sugar available than ever before,’’ 
he told the American housewife. ‘‘There are ample supplies of 
other basic foods also.”’ 


The President also pointed out that any person who is self- 
ishly trying to get more than his neighbor ‘‘is doing exactly the 
thing that any enemy of this country would want him to do.”’ 


How long the war in Korea will last or how far it may spread 
is problematical. From the President’s message it is certain 
the United States is going to be placed on a war footing to meet 
the spread of communist aggression. 


War is fought with tanks, planes and food. It will cause a 
revision in home-front economies. The military equipment will 
have to be produced from materials now going into autos, -re- 
frigerators, television sets. 


What of home necessities? The fear of rising prices in food, 
clothing, tires, is what leads people to buying more than they 
need. Hoarding creates shortages, shortages create higher pri- 
ces. Hoarders eventually hurt themselves and their neighbors. 


“If | had thought that we were actually threatened by short- 
ages of essential consumer goods,’’ said President Truman, ‘‘l 
should have recommended that price control and rationing be im- 
mediately instituted. But there is no such threat. We have to 
fear only those shortages which we ourselves artifically cre- 
ate.’ 

Buy only the things you actually need. Do not be stampeded 
into ‘‘panic buying’’. It will only bring higher prices which will 
eventually lead to ration controls.

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VIEWS OF THE NEWS 


By LEONARD F. JAMES 


STOCKHOLM The Korean situa- 
tion receives a great deal of atten- 
tion in Swedish newspapers, yet 
the people themselves seem to be 
relatively unconcerned about Rus- 

sia. News broadcasts are the usual 

brief reports and there are practic- 
ally no commentators to analyze 
the news beyond recognition. Per- 
haps this factor may be one reason 
for apparent wconcern, The public 
are not distracted by distorted opin- 
ions of those trying to gain momen- 
tary notoriety. Yet this alone is 
not the reason for the average 
Swedish attitude. Perhaps ‘‘aver 
age’’ is a misleading term, for 
for there is no such point of view 
or person. There are individual 
opinions, yet they seem to fall into 
a fairly definite pattern. Why should 
Sweden appear to be only slightly 
disturbed by the Russian menace? 
Is this attitude mere bravado - a 
sort of whistling in the dark - or is 
it a necessary acceptance of an un- 
pleasant situation about which 
Sweden can do very little? 


Sweden Would Resist Invasion 


It is true, of course, that her 
small population could do little 
against Russia’s hordes, But it is 
equally certain that Sweden would. 
fight if attacked. If defense prep- 
arations are any indication then 
Sweden’s intentions are evident. 
The Swedes don’t like Russia and 
they don’t hesitate to say so. Al- 
ways good for a laugh in vaudeville 
show or revue is a well-directed 
crack at Russia. The newspapers 
are equally ready to say just how 
they feel about Moscow, and not 
merely in a spirit of bravado. 

Sweden has lived for centuries 
in the shadow of Russia. She has 
fought Russia many times in the 
past. And Russia still remains a 
traditional enemy. But those close 
associations with hard political 
facts have given the Swedes - and 
most Europeans - a perspective 
that we have yet to gain fully. The 
Swedes realize that diplomatic ne- 
gotiations with Russia cut very 
little ice, and that as a mation she 
can have very little influence upon 
international relations. But she has 
demonstrated her belief that the 
ability to put up resistance is a 
greater deterrent to invasion than 
is reliance upon promises or neu- 
trality. For Europe realizes that 
neutrality is not a condition which. 
a nation maintains simply because 
she so chooses. It is merely a con- 
dition permitted by a belligerant 
power, 


Why Is She Not In Atlantic Pact? 


Sweden is well aware that she 
could not hope to resist Russia 
alone for long. But she would make 
the cost of invasion something to 
be considered, The measures of 
Sweden’s defenses are difficult 
for an outsider to know, but the 
spirit of public opposition to Rus- 
Sia’s ideas and methods suggests 
a reason for some self-confidence. 
Why, then, is Sweden not in the At- 
lantic Pact? Why did she not par- 
ticipate in a general Scandinavian 
defense pact? And why has she now 
publicly supported the United Na- 
tions action in Korea? There is 
good reason for each of these 
stands, 

She is not in the Atlantic Pact 
because of her geographical po- 
sition. Her proximity to Finland 
makes her international policy a 
rather delicate matter. The Finns 
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dislike Russia but must fall intp 
line to a certain extent. Were Swe. 
den to join the Pact Russia might 
bring further pressure to bear on 
Finland, possibly even invade her, 
as a sort of counterbalance, This 
could certainly disturb the inter 
national situation. It might be ar 
gued, of course, that Sweden is 
playing both ends against the mid- 
die, But to jump to such a concle 
sion is to lose geographical and po- 
litical perspective. Finland has 
only three million people, an 
Sweden another seven. Both are 
close to Russia, and they could 
fight little more than a delaying 
action. And there is no little merit 
in the belief that there is value in 
having a sort of buffer state be- 
tween Russia’s westward limits 
and America’s eastern frontier an- 
chored on Iceland and Narway, 

Sweden could probably gain 
very little in a Scandinavian Pact 
or alliance. She is the only one 
with any real sort of defensive 
equipment. And it is argued by 
some that those defensive weapons 
had better not be spread too widely 
or too thin. And now that Norway 
is in the Atlantic Pact, it is prob 
ably just as well that Sweden re 
tains its ‘‘buffer’® position, 


Public Approval for U.N. Action 


But these practical arguments 
have not blinded the Swedes to the 
need for support of the non-comun- 
ist world in the Korean crisis, 
They live close enowgh to Russia 
to appreciate the implications of 
the incident. They know that the 
democracies are facing the alter 
natives of certainly falling separ- 
ately or most probably surviving in 
unity. They therefore show Russia 
their reaction to aggression, while 
retaining-a real appreciation of 
practical considerations. 

What Russia means to do no 
one can determine with certainty. 
But time and time again one hears 
the opinion that the Korean crisis 
is a repeat performance of early 
Hitler tactics, that this is a trial 
balloon of Russia to find out wheth- 
er the. democracies have the nerve 
to stand together. And many here 
feel that America’s prompt action 
has made the Atlantic Pact a real- 
ity, that the United Nations has 
solidified because of the support 
of So many non-communist nations. 
The calmness expressed in scat- 
tered opinions gives the impress- 
ion that the Swedes don’t really 
want a fight under present con- 
ditions. Time will tell. But even 
an ageressive-minded nation is not 
going to play from weakness that 
hasn’t much chance of certain suc- 
cess

Police To €urb Illegal 
Use Of High Headlights 


**More people are killed in 
motor vehicle accidents happen- 
ing at night than during the day- 
time,’’ stated Chief of Police 
George A. Dane today regarding 
the illegal use of high beam head- 
lights, 

‘*Motorists must realize the 
serious danger of glaring head- 
lights. Registrar of Motor Vehi- 
cles, Rudolph F. King, has 
appealed to all police chiefs of 
every community in the common- 
wealth to begin an immediate 
check on this night driving hazard, 
and police officers of the Andover 
department are going to co-oper 
ate with the registrar and men-

In his message to the chiefs, 
Registrar King- pointed out that 
modern sealed beam headlamps 
were developed to help correct 
night driving hazards and that 
when properly aimed they will 
produce a stronger and better 
driving light but one that is dan- 
gerously glaring when thrown in 
to the eyes of approaching driv- 
ers, 

The law provides that oper 
ators of motor vehicles must tilt 
their lights to the low beam when 
approaching within 500 feet of an 
on-coming vehicle or when driving 
on well-lighted highways. 

‘*Ma ssachusetts motorists must 
comply with this regulation while 
driving in the nightime. Education 
in the proper use of sealed beam 
lamps has been emphasized for 
several years past and there is 
no excuse for failure to comply 
with the law,’’ concluded Regis- 
trar King and Chief Dane.
